Vilhjal- 
mur Stefanson, arctic explorer will

When the South received the news 
from the frozen regions of the North 
in 1914 that Stefanson’s ship, the 
“Karluk’”, had been caught in the 
clutches of the ice, crushed and sunk, 
all hope of ever seeing him again 
was given up. Undaunted, the ex- 
plorer traveled on by sled over 600 
miles of broken ice and finally dis- 
covered new territory in the region 
of Melville Island. 

Stefanson planned jto become a 
poet, but became an explorer by 
accident. After leaving Harvard he 
went to Alaska to join a scientific 
expedition. Arriving too late he 
stayed and lived among the Eskimos 
in Northern Alaska. Learning to live 
as these people later proved invalu- 
able to him. 

This is the first of a series of 
lectures under the auspices of the 
Ebell Club which students will be 
permitted to attend.
